at that. Compare this with Ro- 
bert Fisher's 327 wins, 188 draws 
and 81 defeats. 

Karpov’s mastery and correct 
Intelligent behaviour gained him 
the universal respect of those 
present at tho match, including 
local residents, who, on meeting 
the Grandmaster, wished him 
yet new accomplishments. 

Karpov used several theoreti- 
cal novelties, especially import- 
ant in the open variant of the 
Spanish game, which In the 
champion's words, Is &u old and 
seemingly thoroughly studied 
variant. We locked horns on 
this Issue three years hack, lie 
stresses, and it seems the chal- 
lenger and I came to divergent 
conclusion In preparing for tho 
match. Curiously enough, In the 
same position we studied at 
home and In the 13th move, 
which proved fateful for Korch- 
noi, I managed to strike two dif- 
ferent blows nearly equal In 
strength. This set Korchnoi 
thinking for as long as two 
hours and ten minutes— which 
happens extremely rarely and 
also proved the thoroughness of 
my preparations for the match. 

Questioned by a TASS cor- 
respondent whether the clial- 
lenger behaved correctly, Kar- 
pov replied: You've asked a ques- 
tion knowing In advance tho 
answer is no. Chess psychology, 
i.e., the analysis of one's op- 
ponent's chess tastes has to be 
kept quite. distinct from unsports- 
manlike behaviour during com- 
petition. I must admit that at 
soma slatoa of the match Kor- 
chnoi's behaviour affected me 
adversely. You see, I developed 
a feeling of disgust peculiarly 


coupled with strange curiosity; 
what other dirty tricks will tha 
man come up with? But l had to 
lake myself in hand, and tha 
sooner the better for the bad 
person still remained a shone 
player and could cash In on hli 
"Illegal activities". I took a Rnn 
decision to pay no more attan- 
tion to his tricks. 

Here it would bo appropriate 
to mention that the world cham- 
pion first learned to play cheu 
at the age of seven, quickly 
showing hts tremendous ability, 
Fu 196(1 he became a chess mas- 
ter; in 1968 he won the Junior 
world championship and was 
made International master; and, 
in April 1975, he was proclaim- 
cd the 12th world champion in 
chess history, a title he has re- 
tained to this day. 

Karpov graduated from tha 
economics department of Lenin- 
grad University end la research 
associate at a similar depart- 
ment of Moscow University, Ho 
is married with a two-year-old 
son, also called Anatoly. 

Karpov has as many as seven 
Oscars to his credit— the coveted 
trophy awarded each year by 
tha International Association of 
Chess Writers to the player oi 
the year. 

Anatoly is the author of sev- 
eral books, is Edltor-ln-CIUef of 
the “64-Clirss Review", and an 
active popularize r of the game 
among children. 

He told newsmen, white the 
match was still In progress, that 
he would play next in interna- 
tional tournaments in Britain 
and Yugoslavia.

The Hague, A group of gen- 
erals, who only recently held 
senior positions In the armed 
forces of a number of NATO 
counlrtoSi have issued a mem- 
orandum addressed to the For- 
eign Ministers and Defence 
Ministers of the NATO membor- 
counlries. 

The memorandum says that 
they reject the attempts at gain- 
ing military auperlorlty over the 
Soviet Union and calls for a po- 
litical and not military solution 
of West-East conflicts. The gen- 
erals say that a world war can- 
not be won or limited to certain 
regions. A conflict, unleashed 


with the use of nuclear weapons, 
is a threat to all mankind. 

The signatories of the memo- 
randum reject NATO's so-called 
dual decision and condemn the 
United States decision on begin- 
ning Urn full-scale production of 
the neutron bomb.

Observers point out that the j 
early end to the summit Is due f 
to sharp differences between 
delegates over ways to settle 
the Middle East conflict, and, in 
particular, over the Saudi initia- 
tive.

MOLECULAR

cules lying along the Milky Way 


In a place where the stars are 
probably bom, 

Most of these clouds form a 
spiral sleeve, 30.000 light years 
long, lying at a distance of be- 
tween 30.000 and 50,000 light 
yeors from the earth. 

These clouds consist of mole- 
cules like those of hydrogen and 
carbon dioxide. Somo of Ihcm 
are 200 light years long, and 
their mass Is 100.000 that of tho 
sun. It Is believed that the 
clouds are similar, except that 
they have a lower temperature, 
to the molecular clouds already 
discovered in the Inner pait of 
the Galaxy.

SUPER-PURE 

METALS 


An installation for purification 
of metals has been designed al 
the Kazakh Academy of Scien- 
ces. This Is very important for 
elodronlcs, tho power industry 
and other branches of science 
and technology. The Installation 
puts out up to a tonne of purified 
motals dally. Tho new tech- 
nology has been patented In the 
USA, the FRG and other coun- 
tries. 

The novelty Is baaed on a 
method of evaporation of salts 
from solutions. At a very high 
tenipcraturo which la produced 
in Iho furnace, black tin, tor 
example, luins Into a melt from 
which lead, bisaiiilh, antimony 
nnd arsenic gradually evupmnle.

Wni k has begun In the Soviet 
Union lo build tha Tokamak-15 
installation. When completed, the 
Installation will bring Soviet 


physicists much nearer to resolv- 
ing lha problem of controlled 
thermonuclear fusion, believes 
Academician Boils Kadomtsev, a 
leading Soviet expert In the field. 

Contacted by TASS, ho said 
Toknmak-15 will make it pos- 
sible] to ralso plasma's tempera- 
ture up to 70 to 100 million deg- 
rees Centigrade. By contrast, the 
temperature on the sun's surface 
is a more six thousand degrees 
while Inside tlie sun it amounts 
to about twenty million degroes 
Con tig ratio, 

Kadomtsev described Tokam- 
ak-15 as a prototype of an ex- 
perimental thermonuclear reac- 
tor. Work has continued for 
thirty years now lo control ther- 
monuclear fusion. These efforts 
are extremely Important because, 
should tlie problem be success- 
fully resolved, mankind will 
have enough energy for millions 
of years ahead. 

To carry out thermonuclear 
fusion, a temperature or some 
one hundred million degrees is 
required. Iho .Soviet Taka- 
niak-10 made It posslhlu to reach 
n temporal nro of hot ween ID and 
13 million degrees. Uul It can be 
raised much higher by using vib- 
rating gyros, developed by So- 
viet scientists. Jlie gyros, which 
aro microwave oscillators, rep- 
resent n promising way of pro- 
ducing lilgh-tciniic-rcitiire plasma, 
Kadomtsev said.

DIONYSIUS WORKED FAST

The generally hetd theory that 
Dionysius, the icon-painter, look 
a year to paint the frescoes in 
the Church or the Nativity of 
Uie Virgin, at thsFerapont Mon- 
astery In the Vologda Region, 
has been disproved by restorers 
at present at work In the mo- 
nastery. They have discovered 
that lha painter. In fact, finished 
the frescoes In 3-1 days. 

One of tha arguments in 
favour erf the one-year theory 
was the sheer amount of paint- 
ing accomplished by Dionysius, 
who covered nearly five hund- 
red square metres of the walls 
and vaults ol the monastery with 
frescoes. This theory was also 


supported by an Inscription 
giving tha date on which work 
on tha frescoes began. 

Dionysius himself and, In- 
directly, Archbishop Tikhon, 
helped to establish the authen- 
ticity of the thirty-four day 
theory. For Dionysius wrote that 
he had completed the work "un- 
der Archbishop Tikhon" who 
died In January 1503-i.e., much 
sooner Uian the frescoes were 
previously believed to have been 
finished. 

As for the large space cov- 
ered by the frescoes, it is known 
that Dionysius was helped by his 
sons Vladimir and Feodosy,
